The first firemen’s strike In the 1 0 8-y ear histo ry o f the 
New Yo rk City Fire Department ended to day , fiv e ho urs 
after It started. Fire Chief Jo hn T. O’Hag an said the city 
was 'in a co nditio n o f imminent peril” during the 
walko ut. 
‘T m immediately calling o ff the actio n o f the 
firemen," said Richard J. Vizzini, president o f the 10 ,9 0 0 - 
memher Unifo rmed Firefig hters Asso ciatio n, after a 
co nference In State Supreme Co urt. 


New York ’s firemen walk ed off the job today in a potentially 
grim strik e, the first since the city's fire departm ent was 
organized 108 years ago. 
The action was in defiance of a cou rt order u nder which each 
fireman cou ld be cited for contempt. Pick ets went u p at some 
fire stations, bu t officials said they did not k now im mediately if 
all of the city’s 11,000 firemen decided to strik e.

manned Reports from the fou r other borou ghs were not imme­ 
diately available 
New York City averages abou t 323 fires a day. One of the first 
today following the strik e was in the bedroom of a West Side 
apartm ent 
The tenant. Ronald Greenhou se, was bu rned 
slightly while trying to pu t ou t the fire himself His wife and two 
children were u nhu rt 
Battalion Fire Chief Peter Noonan responded to the fire and 
extingu ished it with the aid of two policemen and bu ilding 
maintenance personnel. 
Carlos Romero, the bu ilding su perintendent, said the mak e­ 
shift fire-fighting efforts were hampered by lack of proper 
equ ipment 
"W e had to fight throu gh all the smok e and everything." he 
said, "and had a hard time breathing. ” 
President Richard Vizzini of the Uniformed Firefighters 
Assn 
annou nced the strik e action as u nion negotiators 
blamed Mayor John V. Lindsay for an im passe in contract talk s.

In pre-cou ncil session, the City Cou ncil 
Monday night decided to vote at its Nov. 18 
meeting on w hether to proceed with 
interviewing applicants for the position of 
economic developm ent director, vacant 
since Bill Hall resigned in Au gu st. 
The Cou ncil rem ains split, generally 
along party lines, abou t the fu tu re of the 
departm ent of economic developm ent. 
Repu bUcan Don Broaddu s. chairm an of 


the economic developm ent com m ittee, 
requ ested perm ission from the cou ncil to 
condu ct a personal interview with an 
applicant for the position. 
Broaddu s said earlier that ‘‘we definitely 
want to interview one particu lar candidate. 
We don't want this man to waste a trip by 
coming down for an interview and then 
being told we aren’t hiring anybody right 
away." 
Several D em ocrats qu estioned the need 
for an economic developm ent director

and taxes com m ittee, told the City Cou ncil 
Monday night that the city is losing 
approximately $350 every two week s in 
park ing m eter revenu e apparently as a 
resu lt of theft. 
Du gan told the cou ncil du ring its pre­ 
cou ncil 
meeting 
that 
someone 
has 
apparently obtained a k ey to the city’s 
park ing m eter lock s and has been stealing 
money from m eters in downtown lots 
regu larly since Au gu st. 
"The firm where we bu y ou r park ing 
m eters only has three different types of 
k eys, so every third town has ou r k ey. ” 
Cou ncilman Lee Garrison told the cou ncil. 
Du gan said the city of Joplin, whose 
m eter lock s are identical to Sedalia’s. has 
lost onp of its k eys, and the thief might be 
u sing that k ey. 
Du gan proposed that the city pu rchase 


new lock s to replace the present lock s in 
the m eters. He said the approxim ate cost 
to replace the lock s wou ld be $2.55 per lock 
and $1.50 labor for replacem ent of each 
lock , for a total cost of almost $5.000 to 
replace all 1.236 m eter lock s. 
According to Du gan, money is collected 
from the m eters once every two week s, 
and based on past averages the city is 
losing $350 every two week s. The losses are 
occu ring in several downtown lots which 
accept qu arters, and hence u su ally have 
m ore money in them . Du gan said week ly 
collections in these lots are now being 
m ade bu t the losses still continu e.

Kissinger, a Jew mak ing his first visit to 
the Arab world, got a warm reception in 
Rabat. The official newspaper Le Matin 
said in a front-page editorial that relations 
between Morocco, a m ajor recipient of 
U.S. economic aid, and Washington have 
““never su ffered the slightest deterioration 
or eclipse and have invariably rem ained 
filled with sincerity, cordiality and high 
mu tu al regard. ” 


Kissinger’s aides said he expects no 
spectacu lar break throu ghs on his trip bu t 
is trying to work ou t a procedu re for Arab- 
Israeli peace negotiations and to smooth 
ou t su ch cu rrent problem s as the Arab 
dem and for Israeli troops to pu ll back from 
territory they occu pied after the first cease­ 
fire Oct. 22 and Israeli dem ands for an ex­ 
change of prisoners of war. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Federal Ju dge 
John J Sirica today ordered that Rose 
Mary Woods. President Nixon’s personal 
secretary, be su mmoned to testify in the 
fact-finding hearing into the two phantom 
White Hou se tape recordings. 
Sirica, chief U.S. District Cou rt ju dge, 
ask ed that Miss Woods be notified that she 
wou ld be a witness after presidential aide 
Stephen V. Bu ll testified he saw her 
listening to tapes and typing at the same 
time. 
““I wou ld dedu ce it did have obviou sly 
something to do with the tapes. ” Bu ll said 
bu t added he did not k now w hether the 
secretary was mak ing a transcript. 
Bu ll testified that on Sept. 28 he was 
ask ed by Gen. Alexander Haig Jr., the 
President’s chief of staff, to go to Camp 
David, Md.. to assist the President in 
reviewing some tape recordings that had 
been su bpoenaed by the special W ater­ 
gate prosecu tion force. 
Bu ll said he received abou t a dozen tapes 
and retu rned fou r or five of them to Gen. 
John Bennett, a Haig assistant, and left the 
rest with Miss Woods. 
“ She k ept them at least a week . ” he said. 
“Do you k now what happened to the 
tapes? ” ask ed Richard Ben-Veniste, a 
W atergate prosecu tion force lawyer. 
A No sir 
Q Wou ld you say the pu rpose is to mak e 
a transcript? 
A. 1 cou ld not confirm that sir. 
Ben-Veniste ask ed Bu ll if anyone else at 
the White Hou se other than Miss Woods 
was transcribing tapes. 
Bu ll said that, althou gh he was not 
certain Miss Woods in fact was transcribing 
the tapes, he said it was his u nderstanding 
that only Miss Woods was assisting the 
President. 
“That is my im pression," Bu ll said 


Bu ll apparently was the first to mak e an 
u nsu ccessfu l search for the tape recordings 
of two k ey conversations in the W atergate 
investigation. 
The W atergate prosecu tion force now is 
u nder the direction of Leon Jaworsk i. 
The White Hou se says the conversations 
of Ju ne 20. 19 72. between President Nixon 
and John N. Mitchell and of April 15. 19 73. 
between the President and John W Dean 
III went u nrecorded. The two tapes were 
among nine sou ght by prosecu tors. 
As Jaworsk i took his oath as special 
prosecu tor Monday, Acting Atty. Gen. 
Robert H. Bork told a Hou se Ju diciary 
su bcom m ittee Jaw orsk i has White Hou se 
assu rance of freedom to go to cou rt for evi­ 
dence.

Key Bisca yne, San 
Clemente rip-offs

WASHIN'CiTON 
— President Nixon's 
people 
tried 
to 
stick 
the 
taxpayers, 
apparently, for every possible petty bill at 
his estate in San Clemente. Calif, and Key 
Biscayne. Fla. 


We have gone through a stack of bills 
and memos, never intended to be read 
outside the presidential circle These show 
the taxpayers were charged for everything 
from stamping his golf tees with the 
presidential logo to furnishing his private 
San Clemente restroom with his favorite 
soap. 


The usual explanation out of the White 
House has been that the government pays 
for renovations involving the President's 
security. The documents in our possession, 
however, show that the taxpayers were 
soaked for dozens of improvements never 
requested by the Secret Service, 


This has also been established by Rep 
J ack Brooks, D-Tex.. after a thorough 
investigation by his House (iovernment 
Operations Subcommittee. 


'Fhe President apparently complained, 
for example, about the fireplace smoking 
in his den. The problem was turned over to 
his attorney. Herbert Kalmbach. who 
squawked to the contractor. 


Warren B Sturtevant. the contractor, 
hustled over to the San Celemente retreat 
and personally lit fires in the presidential 
fireplace, he leported. “ on J anuary 4th. 
1971. the day before the Pre.sident arrived 
and again on J anuary 18th. after he had 
left 
Both times the fireplace worked 
properly. 


“I also understand that there were only 
two occasions out of about 10 pos.sible 
times used where there was a smoking 
problem My conclusion is that on the two 
occasions when the fireplace did smoke 
there must have been a different wind 
condition that cau.sed a down draft." He 
recommended installing an exhaust fan 


The Secret Service at fir.st resisted 
paying 
for 
the 
fan 
until Kalmbach’s 
secretary. 
Marilyn 
I’arent. 
had 
a 
meaningful talk with the agent in charge. 
She reported afterward to Sturtevant: 


“Ken lacovone informed me that SS 
would pay for the installation of the 
fireplace fan after I informed him that it 
definitely was placed for security purposes 
and how would he like it if you know who 
was asphyxiated because there was a 
certain wind condition which caused the 
draft to come downwards and caused the 
smoke to come into the room. He finally 
agreed with me." Cost to the taxpavers: 
$388.78 


The Secret Service was also persuaded 
to restore Pat Nixon's favorite gazebo, 
although it had been rejected as a security 
outpost. The First Lady's social secretary. 
Constance Stuart, explained the problem in 
a Veb 15.1971. memo to Mrs, Nixon

gazebo in question is the one closest to the 
ocean

would like to place some small electronic 
scaning (sic) devices in an already existing 
cabinet . 


“ The ga zebo would be restored to its 
original condition 
, . I ha ve been a ssured 
this work would be done in goiKl taste and 
that the ultima te result would be as close 
to the original a s possible, " 


The First Lady scratched an ‘OK " to 
this proposal and Ms. Stuart referri'd it to 
the 
General 
Service 
Administration s 
special projects officer. J ohn F (ialuardi 


"J ack.■' she noted "As you can .see PN 
has OK’d the work " 


An earlier J une 30. 1909. report to the 
White House on the San Clemente complex 
states: 
"Mr.

informed you that

fiave a 
carpenter, electrician, plumber, and and 
an air conditioning-refrigeration mechanic 
on hand at all times, with a total force of 
twenty various craftsmen available on call 
These people will wear the regular (ISA 
green uniform. 


“He has also made plans to have a day 
maid in a white uniform and a sufficient 
number of cleaners in grey uniform and 


black bow tie to furnish cleaning on a 24- 
hour basis. Linen towels, the preferred 
soap, and Scott toilet tissue will be 
provided in the President's restroom . . . 


‘“.Arrangements have also been made for 
a florist to provide freshly cut flowers daily 
in 
all 
offices 
of 
the 
Administration 
Building " Up to J une 30. 1968. according 
to the financial statements, the taxpayers 
laid out $4.900 for cut flowers and plants. 
Of this. $581 was spent on flowers for the 
President's residence. 


At Key Biscayne. the taxpayers have 
paid for fixtures in the homes not only of 
the President but also his friend. Bebe 
Kebozo. next door. One work sheet calls 
for a 
“booster transformer" for "the 
existing kitchen . .. and for the existing air 
conditioning and Sauna 
B a th" at the 
Hebozo residence. 


Special helipad and docking equipment 
was also requested by the Secret Service 
for the C’oco Lobo. a boat owned by 
Hebozo 


Dozens of other miscellaneous items, 
including an ice machine that makes 
.square ice because the President "does not 
like ice cubes with holes in th em ." were 
also billed to the taxpayers.

unethical" 
campaign 
to 
embarrass the President, The spokesman 
said that the Secret Service had gone ahead 
with plans to renovate the San Clemente 
gazebo before Mrs. Nixon was consulted.

Alliance

WASHINGTON 
It s a fine way to wind 
up the “ Year of Europe 
with Henry 
Kissinger so disgustiMl with our NATO 
allies that he diK’sn t care what becomes of 
tlK' alliance and with the Europeans so 
petrified by the implications of our Middle 
Eastern policy that they almost wish the 
alliance never had been born 


The 
resentment 
being 
so 
freely 
exjiressed on both sides 
though very 
unhelpful 
also 
is 
very 
largely 
unjustified 


The Europeans, without any need for 
consultation, were perfectly aware that the 
United States had no choice in supporting 
and supplying Israel, once a massive 
resupply effort to Syria and Egypt had 
been mounted by the Soviet Union Indeed, 
the lack of consultation of such allies as 
F'rance. Britain and Germany allowed 
them to maintain a posture of neutrality in 
the conflict in the hope 
a vain hope*, it 
seems 
- of appeasing the oil-producing 
Arab states. 


Nor should the United States have been 
surprised and outraged by the refusal of 
our major European allies to permit the 
overflight of their territory or use of their 
facilities in getting arms to the embattled 
Israelis Flurope. after all. depends on the 
Middle East for about 90 per cent of its oil 
(as compared to about 10 per cent for the 
United States' And so. unless we are to 
see a return to imperialism. Europe's 
perception of its own interests in the .Arab- 
Israeli conflict inevitably is different from 
our own 


In this situation, recriminations of the 
kind we have been hearing are beside the 
point The point is that, so far as the Arab 
states aie concerned, we are in a bad fix 
And given the rapidly increasing American 
dependence on Arab oil. we are all in it 
ti^ether 


President Nixon’s rather smug remark 
that Europeans 
“would have frozen to 
death this winter unless there had been a 
settlement" in the Middle East was. to say 
the least, premature. For there is no 
settlement in the Middle East and the 
prospect of getting one is far from rosy. So 
far. at least, the Arirt) oilmen show no sign 
of relaxing their shuidoVnlif supplies, and 
the winter may be chilly enough for 
everybixiy 


At the same time, there are other less 
articulated but possibly more legitimate 
reasons why the Middle Eastern episixle 
has di.sturbed the Europeans. F'or many 
years, there has been a besetting fear of 
super-power 
collaboriition at 
Europe’s 
expense. Or even worsè. the possibility of a 
super-power confrontation which could 
involve Europeans in a conflict over issues 
which they consider at leqst extraneous 
and perhaps gravely'damaging to their own 
interests 


There were intimations of both of these 
possibilities in the Middle East crisis .At 
this point, it IS hard to tell whether 
Europeans have been more disturbed by 
the 
short-lived 
confrontation 
which 
resulted in a worldwide alert of American 
forces or the current emphasis on Soviet- 
American detente which, according to 
administration 
claims. 
averted 
a 
catastrophe in the Middle East 


These natural concerns, however, have 
very little to do with the validity or the 
viability of the Western alliance In my 
view, it is quite wrong to expect or demand 
a total loyalty from our European allies 
when it comes to American policies and 
actions outside of the European area Or to 
assert, as Kissinger does, that "we cannot 
hold together if each country or region 
asserts its autonomy whenever it is to its 
benefit” 


No member of the alliance has asserted 
its autonomy more insistently than the 
United States when it comes to matters of 
global 
strategy. 
So 
far 
as 
the 
administration is concerned. Europe, at 
this point. IS not where it's at 
In its 
approaches to Peking and Moscow, or its 
efforts to achieve a settlement in the 
Middle East. European concerns have not 
been predominant. 


NATO exists only becau.se t» ach member 
of the alliance, including the United States, 
perceives it to be in its own interest to 
assure the ability of Western Europe to 
defend 
itself 
militarily and 
politically 
against the power of the Soviet bloc 
Disputes over global policy have occurred 
in the pa.st and will surely recur in the 
future But these disputes are grounded on 
an assumption of a common destiny. And 
as long as a sense of common destiny 
remains, the validity of the alliance itself is 
assured.

“ It is a fundamental rule that 
the court's instructions to the

Bank error

(AIM 
Oakville police have a warrant 
for the arrest of a 24-year-old 
American they say was sup­ 
posed to get $200 from his 
mother in Lynchburg. Va . but 
collected $200,000 instead 
Police identified the man as a 
Jim Garrett, and said he has 
been charged with theft. 
The police gave this account 
of the money mixup: 
The man. who worked for two 
weeks as a car salesman in 
Oakville, telephoned his mother 
in Lynchburg and asked her to 
advance him $200 to cover a 
month’s rent on an apartment 
The money went from a 
Lynchburg bank to a New York 
bank to a Canadian bank 
There police believe a clerk by 
mistake passed the order by 
telephone to a department that 
handled only large sums of 
money, and the department 
sent a draft for $200,000 instead 
of $200 to Oakville 
The man tried to cash the 
bank 
draft 
at 
an Oakville 
branch, but it refused. He took 
it to a Toronto bank and got 
$20.000 in V S. currency and a 
bank note for $180,000 


Three days later he returned 
to the Toronto bank and ex­ 
changed the $180,000 note for 
$79,000 
which he said he was 
going to use for a land deal — 
and a draft for the balance. 
Then he flew to Montreal, 
bought $100,000 worth of Ameri­ 
can

and 
dropped from sight.

Jaworski denies conduit 
arrangement with CIA

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
president of a Houston founda­ 
tion says special Watergate 
prosecutor Leon Jaworski once 
approved use of the foundation 
to launder money for the Cen­ 
tral Intelligence Agency. 
Jaworski declined on Monday 
to answer a list of written ques­ 
tions about the matter. He is­ 
sued a terse denial through his 
office, but was quoted by a 
Houston newspaper as acknowl­ 
edging that he may have had 
some role in the conduit ar­ 
rangement. 
John Freeman, president of 
the Houston-based M.D. Ander­ 
son Foundation, said Jaworski 
voted with him and the group’s 
other two directors to approve 
a request by a CIA representa­ 
tive to pass money to an inter­ 
national lawyer's group. 
Freeman, who was one of Ja- 
worski s law partners, said the 
foundation 
forwarded 
more 
than $600,000 at the CIA’s re­ 
quest to the American Fund for 
Free Jurists Inc. 
Freeman said the arrange­ 
ment 
continued for several 
years until it was exposed in 
1967 along with a bevy of secret 
CIA subsidies to supposedly in­ 
dependent groups including the 
National Student Association 
Freeman, in a telephone in­ 
terview. said he sees nothing 
wrong with the arrangement. 


and described it as being "in 
furtherance of law and order 
throughout the free world." 
Freeman said he assumes 
that the money came from the 
government, although it passed 
into the Anderson foundation 
through a group of other foun­ 
dations. These were identified 
in 1967 news accounts as dum­ 
mies set up by the CIA. 
He said a CIA man requested 
the conduit arrangement be­ 
cause the jurists group would 
have refused direct government 
support. 
He also said he believes Ja ­ 
worski was aware of the ar­ 
rangement during the several 
years that it was in effect. 
Freeman said he explained to 
Jaworski and the other direc­ 
tors that the arrangement had 
been requested by a CIA man 
Jaworski issued a denial. "To 
his knowledge he has never act­ 
ed directly or indirectly as a 
conduit for Central Intelligence 
Agency funds used for any pur­ 
pose." a spokesman said late 
Monday. 
Jaworski was quoted differ­ 
ently by the Houston Chronicle, 
which said the special prose­ 
cutor had acknowledged he 
might have played some part in 
the conduit arrangement, al­ 
though he didn't know that the 
funds were from the govern­ 
ment 
The newspaper also quoted 
Jaworski as saying he doesn’t 
believe the CIA matter will af- 


fect his job as special Water­ 
gate prosecutor. 
Among the matters under Ja- 
worski's jurisdiction are still- 
lingering questions about the 
role of the CIA in the Water­ 
gate burglary and the sub­ 
sequent cover-up 
A House subcommittee con­ 
cluded last week that top CIA 
officials had been "duped" into 
helping the cover-up by White 
House officials who misused 
their authority. 


However, some other mem­ 
bers of Congress, including vice 
chairman Howard H 
Baker 
Jr.. R-Tenn . of the Senate Wa­ 
tergate committee, are known 
to harbor suspicions that the 
CIA was more deeply involved 
than has been publicly admit­ 
ted

neck problem? 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I hope you 
can tell me more than "nervous 
tension " One doctor felt my 
neck and charged 
me $11 
Another doctor, an osteopath, 
treated my neck and it helped 
until I went to bed The next 
morning I would get up with the 
same problem 
I fluff my pillow all night to 
get comfy No doctor has ever 
offered to Xray my neck, and 
they seem to think it’s tension. 
I’m high strung and nervous, 
hut I haven t had this neck 
problem all my life. It started 
three or four years ago, and I 
hope you can tell me what it is 
or what to do. 
Dear Reader — You are 
describing the area where the 
long muscle along the side of 
the neck attaches to the skull — 
the 
sternocleidomastoid 
muscle. It is so named because 
it attaches to the sternum and 
clavicle in front of the neck and 
extends back to the mastoid — 
the bone behind your ear When 
you turn your head to the left 
this muscle on the left must 
stretch like a spring. If it 
doesn't, you can’t rotate your 
head very far. You can feel the 
muscle stretch as you rotate 
your head. Now, if you turn 
your head to the right you will 
note that the muscle on the left 
is shorter or not under stretch. 
What you need is a program 
to stretch the muscle and 
relieve the spasm in it. A good 
doctor in physical medicine 
could help you with this. For 
relief of your problem I would 
suggest you see one. If you 
can t, you might try this home 
remedy. Take a cube of ice and 
massage it gently over the spot 
behind your ear and along the 
side of the neck all the way to 
the sternum (breastbone). Then 
remove the ice and turn your 
head as far to the left as 
possible. Repeat this several 
times trying to get as much 
movement of the head to the 
left as you can. 
When you are through, use a 
broad elastic bandage to wrap a 
heating pad over the back of the 
neck and along the left side. 
Then set it at a comfortable, 
warm level Provide heat this 
way for at least 30 minutes. 
Then take off the heating pad
